BOTRIOMYCOSIS OF SUPERIOR MAXILLA: 


Subject.—A bay 9 years old heavy weight hunter 
gelding, recently purchased, showing a tumour the 
size and shape of an egg, firmly attached to superior 
maxilla on right side of face, constituting an ugly 
blemish and inconvenience to the horse from being 
occasionally chafed or rubbed by bridle. The 
growth occupied the space between zygomatic ridge 
and angle formed by submaxillary vein and its 
angular branch, with a base about 3 inches wide; 
on the skin surface a number of small pus centres 
were discharging slightly, and on introducing a 
Zehden’s trochar into centre of tumour the instru- 
ment passed easily right through the bone into 
sinus, showing a good deal of absorption had taken 
place from pressure, as well as proving at the same 
time that the growth in question was of consider- 
able standing. The animal was in perfect health 
otherwise, and in rather fat condition. 

The parts were thoroughly washed with soap and 
water, shaved, and swabbed with antiseptic lotion, 
an injection of Adrenalin eucaine 5]. was next given 
at several points in region of tumour ; a crucial in- 
cision was made through skin and flaps reflected, 
then another deep incision through centre of growth 
exposing healthy surface underneath. Knife and 
scissors were used for careful dissection of same 
and there was practically no hemorrhage until we 
found it necessary, towards completion of removal 
of tumour, to cut through angular vein of submaxil- 
lary, which was easily controlled. The under sur- 
face of skin was curretted as there were several 
points of thickening where tumour had been ad- 
herent. The parts were thoroughly dressed with 
Lugol’s solution, and the wound sutured. 

After treatment merely consisted of daily dress- 
ing with antiseptics, and healing was complete five 
weeks later, only a small scar remaining at site of 
operation. The tumour was forwarded to Prof. 
Mettam who kindly examined it for me, and ap- 
pended herewith are his remarks. 

The following history was kindly supplied by 
previous owners about a fortnight subsequent to 
operation. The horse had only been in his last 
owner's possession for a period of about five 
months, during which time no increase of growth or 
inconvenience from same was noticeable, whereas 
the preceding owner had had him for fully four 
years, having bought him in November, 1899, with 
no trace of growth. He was hunted the remainder 
of that season, then turned out to grass till July, 
1900, when he was taken up and driven in harness 
for fully two months, a new collar being used the 
whole time, and there was no evidence of sore 
shoulders or growth on face. 
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He was again hunted 1900-01 season, and turned 
out to grass with other horses afterwards for four 
months. When, he came in a small growth was 
noticed on face, and attributed to an injury from 
barbed wire, but no treatment was adopted. During 
season 1901-02 the bridle chafed it causing an in- 
crease in growth, apparently painless, since when it 
has remained practically stationary.

The tumours on examination by naked eye 
closely resembled a lesion of actinomycosis. A net- 
work of firm connective tissue enclosing in its 
meshes small purulent centres. A scraping showed 
the botryomyces in abundance. Portions of the 
tumour were stained in bulk with borax carmine, 
carried into paraffin and sectiors made. When 
fixed on the slide the sections were stained by the 
Cladius and other methods, and revealed the 
botryomyces situated in the midst of pus corpuscles 
forming the softened centres. In certain parts 
there was no difficulty in seeing the cocci which in 
mass constitute the botryomyces. Iam inclined 
to think that the infection occurred by the use of a 
contaminated bridle, though it is possible that an 
injury inflicted when out at grass may have allowed 
infection to occur at the time. 





CLINICAL CASES. 
STOPPAGE. 

In The Veterinary Record dated June 4th, re- 
ceived by this mail, I notice an account of a case of 
stoppage in a horse by Mr. Dudgeon, at the end of 
which he draws attention to the length of the 
attack (23 days), and alse to the absence of acute 
pain. 

About 10 months ago I met with a very simi- 
lar case in an Australian troop horse. This 
animal was eight years old, and died from stoppage 
on the 19th day of the attack. Until about 40 
hours before death, he showed no signs of acute 
abdominal pain, although throughout the whole 19 
days he was showing fairly continuous signs of 
slight abdominal pain. As in Mr. Dudgeon’s case 
this animal’s appetite remained fairly good, and he 
eat a small quantity of lucerne daily, and drank 
linseed gruel greedily throughout the attack, though 
at no period was any dung passed. 5 

Post-mortem examination revealed the presence of 
a large quantity of sand in the cwcum and large 
colon, the sand on removal nearly filling two ordin- 
ary zine buckets. i 

The part of the bowel in contact with the sand 
was violently inflamed, and in portions had under- 
gone necrosis

I also forward a short account of a case of a 
different kind which came under my hands for 
treatment about the same time, in case you think it 
of sufficient interest for insertion in The Record 


The subject was a Field Artillery ride horse, and 
he had been received in the Battery from the Re- 
mount Depét about two years previously. From 
the date of his joining he proved an incorrigible 
puller, and there was always a hard swelling notice- 
able in the groove where the curb chain rests. 

He was sent into sick lines for treatment owing 
to this old swelling having suddenly enlarged and 
become painful. The swelling after three days 
burst, and was treated as an ordinary abscess. 
After ten days, since it showed no signs of healing, 
I suspected a piece of splintered bone, so decided to 
cut down on the seat of injury. 

Having cast and chloroformed I did so, and was 
surprised to encounter a piece of wire, which on 
extraction proved to be an ordinary ladies’ hairpin 
somewhat straightened out, and showing all the 
appearances of having been imbedded in the tissues 
for a long time, and I fancy there is little doubt this 
was the original cause of his pulling. 

I lost sight of this case almost immediately after- 
wards on leaving the station, so cannot say whether 
the extraction of the foreign body cured his pulling 
propensities. 


An ANCIENT ABSCESS. 


Australian Artillery ride horse had a well de- 
fined elastic tumour-like swelling on his neck 
in front of the shoulder, about the size of a 
hen’s egg, and quite painless. The sergeant who 
rode him said he had always had it since he had 
known him (4 or 5 years) and it had never caused 
him any inconvenience. 

This animal was sent to sick lines lame, and 
so I decided to cut down on this growth to see 
what it was, while he was laid up for lameness. On 
cutting into it about an ounce of creamy thick pus 
escaped, and among it a hard pledget of tow—evi- 
dently the original cause of the irritation. The 
cavity in which the pus was contained had thick 
fibrous walls, and I was unable to get the abscess 
cavity to fill up until I had dissected out these 
fibrous walls entirely, and even then it was very 
troublesome as the abscess cavity was somewhat 
deeply situated. ; 

In my opinion, from the evidence I got from 
Officers and N.C.O’s. who had known this horse 


| for years, there is no doubt of the horse having had 


this abscess for many years, and it had never altered 
and never caused him the slightest noticeable in- 
convenience. The tow plug must have got there 
from having been used to plug a wound in that

situation at some previous time and its removal 
overlooked. I myself knew this horse for nine 
months before I operated on him, and the swelling 
had always been there.

and then treated with absolute alcohol and _ before 
this has evaporated with a disinfectant. 

As this method of disinfection of the hands is now 
‘generally adopted by veterinary surgeons before 
commencing an important operation, so also is it no 
less a bounden duty in cases of parturition. A _ nail 
brush and a glass with absolute alcohol are as im- 
portant in parturition cases asa rope and embryoto- 
my knife. 


As one uses each arm alternately in the passage 


in difficult births, and the hand outside is brought 
in contact with the animal or the straw, so the hand 
and arm should always be rinsed in a bucket of dis- 
infectant standing handy, previous to each explora- 
tion. Oiling the hands and arms is not always 
necessary since the solutions mostly used nowadays, 
such as lysol and bacillol,* make them slippery 
enough. The use of oil, however, is necessary in 
many cases, especially in dry passages, hydropic 
“and emphysematous foetuses. Here it serves not 
only to smear the arm but to lubricate the passage. 
Every kind of oil is not suitable for the purpose. 
'Kurschmidt, of Kénigsberg, proved that out of four 
kinds of oil used to oil the catheter three contained 
bacteria, and that pathogenic germs retained their 
vitality for about 14 days in oil. On that account 
the accoucheur will do well to have pure olive oil 
mixed with creolin. 

In the objective, disinfecting the instruments are 
the chief thing. The most important instrument of 
the veterinary accoucheur is the rope. One should 
never be persuaded to use the owner’s rope, plough 
line, truss, and so on, but always bring sufficient 
ropes, etc., of one’s own. One never knows what 
pathogenic germs cling to ropes that have been lying 
about. I prefer above all Hauptner’s excellent 
twisted parturition ropes with an eyelet, Giinther’s 
head band, and Lévag’s strap. I also take two 

/smaller ropes, about as thick as a lead pencil, for 
»the jaws: these are hempen ropes. After each par- 
~turition case the ropes are boiled for five minutes in 
water. The leather is not injured by this procedure, 
a wash Lévag’s strap in soap and water and then 
Fin a strong solution of bacillol. Ropes used in the 
removal of putrefying calves or foals should not be 
pensed again but should be burnt as De Bruin advises; 
® the value of them bears no proportion to the risk of 
Jusing them. At the same time as the ropes I boil 
Yall the other smaller instruments used. After boil- 
Ming they are washed with soap and water and then

with bacillol solution. The large instruments used 
are sterilized in the gus or spirit flame. 

For an irrigator, use Hauptner’s pocket irrigator. 
|The material of which these are made is not injured 
by heat. The funnel and bottle can be boiled after 
being used for uterine injections. 

These summarised disinfection rules may be car- 
ried out in a very short time after each parturition 
case and without any great amount of trouble —Ex. 
Berliner Thier. Woch. G.M.

It will be within the recollec- 
tion of almost all the members of the Council that serious 
objection was taken by members who were not then on 
the Registration Committee, because from the report 
which was brought before the Council it was impossible 
for them to grasp what work had been done in Commit- 
tee by mere reference to numbers. So far as altering 
the numerical strength of the Committee is concerned, 
and with regard to it having received due consideration, 
I unhesitatingly say that it was very seriously discussed.

(1). “That it is desirable that each candidate on 
entering his name for the first time for any examination 
(A, B, C or D) should be required to produce evidence 
that he has satisfactorily attended at one of the recog 
nised veterinary schools prescribed courses of instruction 
in each of the subjects of examination.” 

In doing so he said: I should like to explain very 
brietly the object with which I invite the Council to 
pass the resolution of which I have given notice. _ It has 
often occurred to me, and | believe to other members 0 
Council, that it is rather a curious circumstance that 

| we have always exacted from candidates for our exall- 
nations evidence that they have been attached to @ 
_ particular school for a particular period, but we have not 
Sought any evidence whatever as to the nature an 
extent of the tuition that is being imparted to them 
during that period. I think there is an element o! 
absurdity about that. The degree of absurdity will be 
apparent when [ say that if the authorities of any schoo 
chose to be so negligent, they would be quite in order 
in taking a student's fee at the Ist October, entering 
his name on the College books, requiring him to atten 
| one class once a month until the following July, a0 
' then certify to this College that that student was eligt 
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ble for the A. examination of the R.C.V.S. Now I do 
not think there is any body in the Kingdom discharging 
functions similar to ours which behaves in such a lax 
manner. I should like of course, by way of persuading 
the Council to pass this resolution, to anticipate any 
objections that may be raised to it, but after giving the 
thing considerable thought, | am _ not able to conjure up 
any valid objection to the resolution. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that the students can object if we exercise a 
little care to see that the Colleges who take their money 
are giving them their money’s worth, and I think it is 
unlikely that there will be any strong opposition on the 
part of any of the Colleges, because I think it may be 
accepted that if the first resolution is passed and the 
second one is also passed, that the Council will take at 
the outset quite a moderate view of the conditions that 
we should exact with regard to the attendance at 
classes. I said a minute ago that I believed there was 
no body discharging functions analogous to ours which 
was quite so lax in its dealings with students as we are. 
What I meant was this, a medical Corporation will not 
admit a student to its examinations on the mere certifi- 
cate that that student has been attached to a medical 
school for a specified period. What the student has got 
to bring with him is evidence that he has been receiving 
instruction of a certain length, and that he has received 
so much instruction in the way of lectures and practical 
work extending over a specified period in order to ren- 
der himself eligible for examination. It is customary, 
for example, to specify that in order to be eligible for 
examination in physiology the student shall have attend- 
ed, tothe satisfaction of his teachers, a course of not less 
than 70 or 100 lectures, as the case may be, and so 
much practical work extending over so many hours. I 
submit with great confidence that it would be a very 
good thing if this Council were to do the same thing, 
that instead of merely requiring that a student who 
wishes to present himself for, say, the A. examination 
should come with a certificate from his principal to 
say that he has been a student at that school for 30 
weeks, he should come provided with certificates specify- 
ing that he has attended such and such courses of in- 
struction in chemistry, biology, and in that part of ana- 
tomy on which he is to be examined, and so on with the 
other subjects. I know there are people who say, and 
I suppose think, that in point of importance, examina- 
tions are everything, and entirely outweigh details with 
regard to tuition. This is not my opinion, and I rea!ly 
do not think it can be the opinion of anybody who has 
given much thought to educational qnestions. The 
truth is that education is everything. It is vastly more 
Important than examination. Examination, in the case 
of a corporate body like ourselves, is, of course, indis- 
pensable. We must see that the student has got what 
we regard as the minimum of knowledge entitling him 
to be elected a member of the profession, but the very 
fact that examination is not by itself enough is suffi 
ciently proved by the circumstance that we are not 
allowed to examine students unless they have been ata 
veterinary college. [ hope, therefore, I have established 
that it is perfectly reasonable that we should go beyond 
that, and lay down some details as to the way in which 
he is to spend his time at the veterinary college. 1 
therefore beg to move “That it is desirable that each 
candidate on entering his name for the first time for 
any examination (A. B. C. or D.) should be required to 
produce evidence that he has satisfactorily attended at 
one of the recognised veterinary schools prescribed 
oe instruction in each of the subjects of examina- 
10n.

| would be better that the whole subject should be referred 
' to the Examination Committee for careful consideration 
'and report. 

| Prof. M’FapyEAN: But may I point out that nothing 
| is involved in passing this. What lL ask the Council to do 
does not touch the question of our powers. It assumes in 
w sense, perhaps, that we have the powers foreshadowed 
in this resolution, but all that it pledges this Council to is 
that it is desirable that it should be done, and I strongly 
object to the question being shelved. 

Mr. THATCHER: It is not shelved. 

Prof. M’FapyeaNn: I did not mean shelved, I meant 
postponed. Besides this question can quite as well be 
dealt with by the Committee to which the whole matter 
would be referred in the event of this resolution being 
passed. 5 

Prof. Witt1aMs: I should like to make a remark. If 
Principals of Colleges are accepting students fees and 
doing their duty by their students, this is absolutely un- 
necessary. There must be some Principal of a College 
who is receiving students fees and granting them certi- 
ficates knowing that those students are not attending the 


full necessary course that they really ought to. This is 
an accusation against the Principal of a school. It can- 


not be an accusation by Prof. M’Fadyean against him- 
self; that isnot conceivable! I have not the least doubt 
that his students receive, perhaps, 150 lectures on a cer- 
tain subject of 59 minutes each time, and that they 
receive so many hours practical instruction, but there is 
some Principal of a school who only gives 149 lectures, 
perhaps, of 56 minutes, and that it is necessary for this 
Council to say that teachers must pan out for 60 minutes 
subject matter that they may perhaps put in 15 minutes. 
Teachers are now going to be dictated to as to how long 
they must take in teaching a subject (“ Oh, oh”). I have 
not the least donbt that Prof. M’Fadyean can teach, 
perhaps, a special method of staining in 5 minutes, and 
that there are many so-called pathologists who might 
take one hour to teach a man how to do that. Prof. 
M’Fadyean would be retarded in his teaching; he will 
have to devote an hour to the teaching of a special thing 
because other teachers perhaps take an hour. _ | take it 
mrself as an insult to all other teachers, and Principals 
principally. 

Prof. M’Fapykan: I think, sir, during the whole of 
the many occasions that I have had the pleasure of lis- 
tening to Prof. Williams I have never heard him give 
utterance to anything quite so weak, in my opinion, as 
what he has just said. He seems to assume that this 
Council is unable, or the Committee to which the matter 
will be referred is unable, to form a reasonable estimate 
of how much tuition a student ought to get in each sub- 
ject. I did not for a moment intend to suggest that the 
Committee should find out how many lectures make up 
a course in pathology at the Royal Veterinary College. 
What I ask them to do is to express an opinion, and 
frame it in a bye-law, as to what constitutes a reasonable 
course in pathology. Prof. Williams may find that the 
course given by those remarkably clever individuals who 
can do in five minutes what it takes others to do in an 
hour will serve as a basis. Prof. Williams is quite right 
in putting iny course of lectures in pathology at some- 
thing over 100. His perhaps may be 20, and I do not 
for a moment say that he does not teach them more in 
20 than Ido in 100; but that is a matter that will have 
to be gone into by the Committee, and if the Committee 
thinks that the reasonable thing is a course of 20 lectures, 
of course they will adopt that as the basis. And | may

Prof. McCALL: The suggestion you make that it 1s in 
the hands of the Council exactly as it is now, is not so, 
because if this passes it will be a fact that no student is 
eligible for his A, B,C or D examination if he has at- 
tended a course of lectures on any one of these subjects 
outside of the specific veterinary college walls. _ 

Prof. M’FapyEAN: That [ may say is the spirit of the 
Charter and of the bye-laws. But again may I say that 
Prof. McCall is wrong in assuming that these alterations 
are bye-laws in any way, otherwise I should not have 
been able to move it. It is merely an expression of opinion 
on the part of the Council. 

Prof. McCau: Then I might say that the Council have 
already expressed the opinion that on certain subjects, 
such as chemistry aud biology, teaching outside of a 
veterinary institution could probably be equally as well 
given as there. 

Prof. M’FapyEAN: When was that! 

Prof. McCatu: In what appeared before us to-day in 
the correspondence that came from the Home Secretary. 

Prof. M’7FapyEAN: I beg your pardon, did you say 
that the Council had expressed that opinion ? 

Prof. McCaLL: The Committee who drew up the in- 
formation which appeared, as far as I recollect, in the 
correspondence between the Home Office and the Com- 
mittee who were appointed to enquire into this Liver- 
wol College question ; it was stated that chemistry and 
viology were exceptional subjects in which medical men 
or others could teach the subject equally as well as veter- 
inary surgeons. 

Prof. M’7FADYEAN: Nothing was said about that. 

The Prestpent : [ think that is going a little wide of 
the point at issue. 

Prof. McCaLi: Lam bringing it to the point, that is 
to say, if such is the case then it seems to me that it is 
no hardship on a veterinary student to go outside a 
veterinary college to a university for his training in 
chemistry or biology, two subjects which can be taught 
equally well and with greater facilities perhaps than in 
the school, and yet be eligible for his examination on 
producing a certificate that he has attended those lectures

I 
want to say most emphatically that I think with regard 
to the point raised by Dr. McCall he has quite correctly 
interpreted the phraseology of the motion, that it would 
insist that whether a student attended outside courses 
of chemistry or biology or not, he must attend inside 
courses ; in short, it will lay on the bat oy! colleges 
the responsibility that I should have thought they would 
have been very slow to repudiate, that they are able to 
provide a complete curriculum. 

Prof. McCa.u: Further than that, if I may be allowed 
to say SO, Supposing a man passes his professional exam- 
ination in human medicine, as happened in my own 
case. Having passed the professional examination in 
human medicine you do not require to attend the first 
year’s course of lectures at the veterinary school, nor to 
go in for the first professional examination ; all that was 
wanted was the second and third, which means that the 
course was reduced to six years. Now there is a five 
years course for human medicine and a four years 
course for veterinary medicine. Doubtless the subject 
of chemistry, botany and so on for the first professional 
are equally as well taught, if not better now, than they 
were some years ago, and yet if this resolution is passed 
it means that a man holding a medical degree, having 
his tinal degree in medicine, will require to start for his 
first professional examination ata veterinary school, at- 
tend their lectures on chemistry, botany and zoology 
and then have to go up for his first professional examin- 
ation. 

Prof. Metram: He has to nowat the present moment. 

Prof. McCaLL: Why was that exception made. 

Prof. M’FapyEan: It is a bye-law. 

Prof. Metram: I believe I can put the thing right. It 
is permissible for a man under the three years course 
who isa graduate in human medicine to be relieved of 
one year in the veterinary college, but when the four 
years system was deemed to be right that was done 
away with, and at the present moment a man jhol¢ing 
the highest qualification possible in human medicine 
must go through the whole of the veterinary course at 
the veterinary school like a new man. 

_ The PRestDENt : I think, gentlemen, that I have given 
fair licence to all those gentlemen who wish to speak, 
and I must now put the question.

PATHOLOGICAL SPECIMENS. 


In the earlier stage of this disease the dog seems dull, 
irritable, and resists being interfered with. He is dis- 
inclined to move, but when made to do so he utters a 
painful scream, arches his back, moves with a stiff or 
rigid gait, and has generally a difficulty in going up or 
coming down stairs, which he performs by carrying the 
body in an oblique manner, and in getting up on to, or 
jumping down from a chair.

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dachshund that I observed for two years, had an acute 
acute attack in the spring lasting 6 weeks. During the 
paroxysin he held up his forelimb, screaming so severely 
that it was unbearable to hear. It mostly occurred after 
eating. After this attack he seemed all right until the 
autumn, when he had a recurrence followed by paralysis 
from which, beyond showing a wobbling gait of the hind 
limbs, he recovered, althongh left impotent, at least 
every bitch he lined after this had no pups from bim. 
The following spring he had another painful attack, and 
was destroyed in consequence. This dog had, during the 
intervals, repeated attacks of skin disease of a circular 
shape, the size of a shilling, and of an eezematous appear- 
ance either side of the body in the ilio-costal region, no 
doubt resulting from disturbance of the lumbar nerves. 
Many dogs show priapism when touched; some are 
seized with tetanic or cataleptic seizures, the head is 
thrown back, the angles of the mouth and ears are drawn 
back towards the body, the penis is shot out, and with 
some dogs, even those that have been quite docile before 
the attack, if one is not careful one is liable to be bitten 
savagely. 

When the paralysis is of the recurrent type one 

rest assured that if the animal is allowed to live long 
enough he will become a confirmed paralytic, from pro- 
gressive and permanent enlargement and organisation of 
the exudate, which no treatment can reduce. In some 
cases there is chronic paresis or paralysis of the rectum 
~ausing chronic constipation, but no paralysis of the 
limbs. The so-called cases of paralysis said to be due 
to constipation are in reality the effect of enlargement of 
the dura mater pressing on the cord in the region of the 
origin of the rectal nerves, and the constipation is merely 
the result. | have seen all degrees of rectal impaction 
due to bony material and have never observed paralysis. 
Paralysis resulting from constipation does not exist in 
fact. 

Spinal hemorrhage may complicate the dura mater 
lesions. It may occur in any part of the spinal canal 
but principally in the region of the atlas and dentata, 
or of the loin. In one instance, an aged dachshund was 
chasing a cat ina back garden when it was suddenly 
seized with screaming, which soon passed off, to be 
followed by paralysis extending after a time to the 
bladder and rectum, and ultimately ended in coma and 
death. On post-mortem examination, beyond the. cal- 
careous plates on the dure mater of the dorso-lumbar 
region there was an effusion of blood between the 
meninges and cord pressing on the latter organ.

If the lesion eaus- 
ing the paralysis cannot be reduced so as to relieve 
pressure the paralysis or paresis remains to increase in 
degree every time the animal gets a fresh attack 

_ The thickening of the dura mater may be of the con- 
sistence of cheese or hard as stone. It is either sott 
when recent, or fibrous when older, calcareous bony or 
stony when of long standing. It may resemble fibrons 
tissue, cartilage, bone, or ivory. The patches may be 
found in patches anywhere on the dura mater of the 
spinal cord, but principally in the Inmbar region, and 
not rarely in that of the cervical: they may even xte l 
the whole length ot the cord. They are ‘coniial a 
gated and take the course of the cord: sometimes ‘they

are ovoid, circular, or irregular; usually they have a 
‘flattened appearance, occasionally prominent. Some- 
‘times they co-exist with disease of the inter-vertebral 
‘cartilages and even of the vertebral bony canal. The 
| ultimate effect of these enlargements is a narrowing of 
| the spinal canal and pressure on the cord.

DIAGNOSIS, 
| Diagnosis is usually easy. Any old dog having fixed 
| toone spot rheumatic pains, which may recur at inter- 
vals and frequently followed by paralysis which may 
under treatment disappear to reappear at some time 
period, may be safely said to be suffering from chronic 
ossifying inflammation of the dura mater. At one 
period the animal may have rheumatic pains in the 
neck, or shoulder, or even loin, without paralysis, to be 
followed after a short sharp painful attack by resulting 
paralysis at another time. 

PROGNOSIS. 


Prognosis like diagnosis may be arrived at without 
difticulty. If the animal does not improve from the 
paralysis within six weeks or two months it will gener- 
ally be an incurable case. At the best, relief is tempor- 
ary, but it may last for years to be ultimately followed 
by permanent paralysis. As to the pain, it disappears 
as soon as the lesion giving rise to it has run its course 
or is removed. 


| 


TREATMENT. 


From what has been said regarding the nature of this 
disease nothing can be done to remove the patches or 
plates on the dura mater, once they have become 
organised; but much may be done to bring about 
resorption of the recent exudate, and to remove the 
painful symptoms and the pressure paralysis if not from 
| permanent standing. It is our duty to prolong the life 
of the animal if it be the desire of its owner. With this 
aim in view the first thing to do is to take care that the 
animal is not exposed to wet or draughts, or submitted 
to over-exertion, or allowed to lie on the hard floor. 
Aperients and laxative non-stimulating food should be 
given, so as to prevent as much as possible the animal 
putting himself into a position which would likely cause 
great pain. 

Analgesics, such as antipyrin, exalgine, phenacetin, or 
sodium salicylate may be given in 5 or 10 grain doses, 
two or three times a day according to the size of the 
‘dog. After the acute symptoms have passed off iodide 
and bromide of potassium are useful after the pain 
has abated. ‘Tincture of iodine may be applied along 
the course of the spine. 

_On no account should nervine tonics or stimulants be 
given during the active stage of the disease, as they are 
liable to add fuel to tire, render a curable into an incul- 
_able disease, and to create greater agony and intensify 
the lesion. As to the paralysis the same treatment a 
above holds good. I have found from experience. that 
sodium salicylate is the \ery best agent for this phen 
menon. [f nux vomica or its alkaloid, strychnine, be 
given during the earlier and active stage it aggravates 


the paralysis. But when this is disappearing a comb 
nation of quinine, strychnine and arsenic will assist the 


recovery.

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‘The fantastic paraphernalia of the self-advertising prac- 
tioner may be pleasing to his clients and satisfying to 
his own vanity and pocket, but hurtful or perhaps cruel 
to his patient. You may be very skilful if you get 
your patient well without doing anything. Still, the 
public think otherwise ! 

In conclusion, the disease is very common in old dogs 
and is usually considered to be chronic rheumatism. In 
reality, it is a chronic ossifying inflammation of the 
spinal dura mater. The symptoms are hyperasthic and 
paralytic. Diagnosis and prognosis are usually easy. 
Treatment may, or may not be of use. 

DISCUSSION. 

The PRESIDENT said he was sure they were all very 
sorry Mr. Gray was not able to be present. It was a 
very interesting paper especially to veterinary surgeons, 
and although thay could not have any reply he thought 
they ought to take a little discussion on it. 

Mr. W. K. Stuart remarked that there was one thing 
Mr. Gray had not mentioned in his paper and that was 
enemas. He had had to treat a number of dogs himself 
and had always found enemas to be of the greatest pos- 
sible use. His own experience was that if they used

Lf it did not exist he should like to have asked 
Mr. Gray how it was that by giving a small dose of 
aperient medicine and using an enema one could gener- 
ally get the paralysis to practically immediately stop. If 
paralysis was always due to the diseases reterred to in 
the paper, he took it that that would not be the case.

suddenly seized with paralysis. Then after a little rest 
and allowing time for the circulation to become equal- 
ised or re-established the paralysis would disappear, and 
the dog would go on again all right until another good 
gallop caused the same sort of thing to occur again. He 
had seen that in five or six cases, and one marked 
feature of the post-mortem had been ossification of the 
vertebral arteries. He had also frequently seen these 
recurrent cases. They usually called it rheumatism, and 
had treated it as such, and he thought in the case of 
Dachshunds and Aberdeens and other long-backed dogs 
it ultimately ended in paralysis. In such cases his ex- 
perience had been that it was of very little use to treat 
them, and that after giving them a reasonable time it 
was better to destroy the animals. 

The Prestpent: Might I ask if you have ever found 
any thrombus in those arteries, Mr. Roberts ! 

Mr. Roperts: No, sir, | have not; simply ossifica- 
tion. 

The PRESIDENT mentioned a case of paralysis from 
stoppage which he had come under his notice two or 
three years ago. The animal, an old Dandie Dinmont 
dog, he said, had a most obstinate stoppage. Except for 
a little beef tea he believed they were unable to get any- 
thing through it for something like three weeks They 
gave it enemas and all that sort of thing but it was of no 
use, and eventually he discovered a piece of a lamb’s 
foot with the wool still attached.

CALVES AND THE Vaccine Lyme SupPty. 

Mr. Frey asked the President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board whether the Government hired live calves 
for the purpose of vaccinating for lymph ; whether he 
could state at what cost and how long those calves were 
kept ; what became of them after being returned to the 
owner ; whether this class of meat was sold as veal for 
public consumption ; whether he had any reports on its 
fitness for human food by local medical officers of 
health ; and whether it was identified when being sold as 
lymph veal. Mr. Field, in a second question, inquired 
how many calves were kept and how many were sold as 
food every year. 

Mr. Lone replied that calves were hired at a cost of 
from 20s. to 25s. a week for the purpose mentioned. The 
number of calves used varied. At present the average 
number was approximately 15 weekly. The calves were 
kept for about two weeks. After the lymph had been 
collected from them they were slaughtered, and their 
careases were thoroughly examined by a veterinary ex- 

vert. Sound carcases were delivered to the contractor 
a, whom the animals were supplied to be disposed of 
as he thought fit. The concern of the Department in 
the matter then ceased. He was not aware that any 
medical ofticer of health had made a report on the sub- 
ject, but he was advised that when the carcases were 
found to be sound there was no reason why they should 
not be sold for food. He had no information as to the 
wactice with regard to the sale of the carcases as meat. 
Che number of carcases delivered by the contractor in 
1903-4 was about 1,000. This was above the average, 
On July 8th. 
Erizootic LYMPHANGITIS. 

Mr. Hayes Fisurr having asked whether he was 
aware that a disease called epizootic lymphangitis had 
been introduced into this country from South Africa by 
Army horses, and that a large number of cases had 
occurred recently at numerous barracks, and whether, 
with a view of preventing its introduction into civilian 
stables, he would withhold the sale of cast horses until 
the disease had been stamped out, especially as, owing to 
the incubation period extending to several months, 
horses might be sold in an occult stage of the disease, 
even though veterinarily examined on the day of sale.

the model by-laws, there was any means of compelling 
them to do so. 

Mr. Lone (Bristol, $.)——I presume that the hon. mem- 
ber has in view the model regulations issued by my De- 
partment for the guidance of local authorities in fram- 
ing regulations under the Dairies, Cowsheds, and Milk- 
shops Order of 1885. Since 1899, when the present 
model regulations were issued, 583 series have been made 
by councils of boroughs and urban and rural districts, 
and they are for the most part based on the model. I 
am not empowered to compel local authorities to adopt 
the model regulations if they do not think fit to do so. 

Mr. Lunpon, on behalf of Mr. Freup, asked the Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board whether he could 
state if the medical ofticers of health who were charged 
with the duty of jndging meat alleged to be affected with. 
tuberculosis had any special qualification for this posi- 
tion, or whether they had passed any examination in 
public health ; and whether he would consider the 
necessity of issuing by-laws for their guidance, with a 
view of protecting the private property of the traders 
in native meat and preventing the detrimental effect of 
unnecessary confiscation upon the producers of home 
meat. 

Mr. Lone.—I am advised that the training which 
every registered medical practitioner must have received 
as a student is sufficient to render him competent to de- 
tect tuberculosis in a carcase. As every medical officer 
of health must be a registered medical practitioner, it is 
not necessary for the purpose mentioned in the question 
that he should possess any special qualification. Cireu- 
lars were issued by my Department in March, 1899, and 
September, 1901, drawing attention to the principles 
which should be observed in the inspection of tubercn- 
lous carcases, and I do not think I need take any further 
action in the matter at the present time. 





TUBERCULOSIS COMPENSATION BILL. 

Mr. Grant Lawson presided over the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons on the Tuberculosis (Animals) 
Compensation Bill on 28th ult. Bailie W. F. Anderson, 
chairman of the Health Committee of the Corporation 
of Glasgow, stated that the Corporation were unanimous- 
ly of opinion that the bill, if passed into law, would 
seriously affect the interests of the various burghs 
throughout the country, and especially Glasgow. — Any 
scheme of compensation, such as recommended in the 
Bill, was nrore calenlated to increase the mass of tuber- 
culosis among cattle, in respect that all necessity for 
eradicating the disease on the part of the owner woult 
be removed. The fact that a minimum value for animals 
wonld be fixed, below which no compensation would be 
paid, would result in butchers not reporting such ati 
mals, the flesh of which would continue to be sold as 
hitherto. There were difticulties in fixing a minimum 
price, such as size, market finetuations, ete. Cattle were 
consigned to Glasgow from all parts, and as no cattle 
were raised in the district under the jurisdiction of the 
Corporation, it followed that if the Corporation were 
pay compensation ont of the local rate it would place @ 
heavy burden on the ratepayers, who would require 
compensate on all careases infected from whatever source 
they came. Further, Glasgow was a distributing cen! 
for meat, and the Corporation could not even be said 1? 
have an indirect interest in the cattle which were to Pe 
The Corporation contended tha! 
the loss on a tubercular carcase was a trade risk, 
ought to be covered either by the purchaser obtaining * 
Warranty from the seller, or by mutual insurance. 
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making the authorities of the place where the animal 
was slanghtered pay compensation, they were penalising 
them for the laxity of rural authorities in enforcing their 
powers with regard to the housing of animals. 

Mr. J. A. Baxter, superintendent of markets and 
slaughterhouses in Dundee, and meat inspector in the 
Town Council, opposed the Bill on the same grounds, 
and Dr. Matthew Hay, Aberdeen public health officer, 
thought the most effective way to stamp out the disease 





was not to pay compensation, but leave it to the farmers | 


and others responsible to eradicate the disease, as had 
been done in Denmark. 

The Committee heard further evidence on 5th inst. 
Mr. Grant Lawson was in the chair. Dr. R.S. Marsden, 
medical ofticer of health, Birkenhead, gave particulars in 
regard to the number of foreign cattle landed at Birken- 
head for slaughter. The Birkenhead Corporation ob- 


jected to paying the compensation for foreign animals 


which were found to be suffering from tuberculosis. The 
average price of the animals was £16 per head, and on 
that basis Birkenhead would be taxed to the extent of 
about £2,000 a year. Tuberculosis in animals coming 
from America was increasing, and at present the loss fell 
on the American owners If there was full compensation 
for tuberculous animals, the Americans would send to 
this country all their diseased stock. The Corporation 
were not opposing compensation for home cattle. If full 
compensation were given, witness thought the interests 
of the farmers in raising healthy animals would be oblit- 
erated. In answer to Mr. Kilbride, witness said he thought 
that compensation should be given to the extent of two- 
thirds of the value of the home-fed cattle. One-third 
of the loss should be borne by the farmer who raised 
the animals, one-third by the butcher who bought it, 
and one-third by the public who were being protected. 

Dr. Vacher, medical officer of health to the Cheshire 
County Council, gave similar evidence. Personally he 
was in favour of sterilising tuberculous beef in the Ger- 
mansfashion, and then selling it at a lower price. That, 
he thought, could be done without danger to health.—-

NEGLIGENT TREATMENT OF A COLT. 


At Birmingham County Court, before His Honour 
Judge Whitehorne. 

n the action brought by George Henry Mullis, coal | 
(lealer, of Edward Road, against Robert Darlow, farrier, | 
of 115 St. Luke’s Road, and Albert Spruce veterinary | 


loss of a colt through an operation alleged to have been 
unskilfully performed by the defendants, which was 
opened on Wednesday, July 6th, further evidence was 
given for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Taylor and Mr. Parker, veterinary surgeons, were 
called to give their opinion as to how the operation 
should have been performed. They had not seen the 
colt after the operation, but said that if the description 
given by the plaintiff was correct the operation was not 
properly performed. An ordinary penknife and string 
should not have been used. The death of the colt 
could not have been due to blood-poisoning. 

For the defendant Darlow, John Sperrin, veterinary 
surgeon, was called by Mr. Rabnett, and said he saw the 
colt two days after the operation, and found that its 
pulse was very much sndeeial, He came to the con- 
clusion that this was due to blood-poisoning.—Cross- 
examined by Mr. Dorsett (for the plaintiff), he admitted 
that the colt had lost a large quantity of blood, and 
that this might have caused the accelerated pulse. He 
had, however, called the attention of the plaintiff to the 
dirty condition of the stable, and suggested that that 
might cause blood-poisoning if the colt lay down in it. 
He admitted that if the operation had been properly 
performed there would have been no loss of blood. 

The defendant Darlow gave evidence as to howhe per- 
formed the operation, and denied that it was negligently 
done. With regard to the question as to whether he 
or Spruce was responsible, witness said Spruce asked him 
to perform the operation, saying that he had other 
things todo. He had performed many similar opera- . 
tions for Spruce, and this was the first one that had 
turned out badly. The bill was sent in with Spruce’s 
heading, and the words “assistant Mr. Darlow” printed 
on it. The first draft of the bill was made out by Mr. 
Spruce, and witness simply acted as Mr. Spruce’s 
servant. Mr. Rigby, on behalf of the defendant Spruce, 


cross-examined Darlow, and suggested that he used an 


old billhead of Spruce’s for the purpose of throwing the 
responsibility on Spruce for his (Darlow’s) negligence. 
Witness denied this, and said Mr. Spruce knew that he 
Mr. Dorset sug- 
gested that Darlow had advised the plaintiff to insure 
the colt through Spruce, knowing that it was a hopeless 
case, but this was also denied.

He did not authorise 
Darlow to perform the operation on his behalf, and was 
only called in after the operation to stop the bleeding. 
Some time ago, when witness broke his leg, he employed 
Darlow to do some work for him, but that arrangement 
came to an end six months ago. Cross-examined by 
Mr. Dorsett, he admitted that he had lately visited the 
same stables as Darlow had, and had lent instruments 
to Darlow recently, but he denied that Darlow was his 
servant. 

In summing up his Honour put to the jury several 
questions. The jury replied that there was negligence 
on the part of Darlow in his treatment of the colt, that 
this negligence caused the death of the colt, and that 
Darlow was acting as the servant of Spruce. They 
assessed the damages at £24 10s. 

His Honour held that the two defendants were equally 
liable for the damage, and gave judgment against them 
in accordance with the jury’s  finding.— Birmingham | 
Daily Post. 


MUSCULAR DEVELOPMENT OF THE JAW IN 
ANLMALS. 














Dr. Bieler, of Lausanne, has recently published in the 
Chronique Agricole du Canton Vaude an article in 
which he gives his views with regard to the possibility 
of distinguishing the individual calves which are likely 
to develop into satisfactory beef-or milk cattle. As a | 
result of a large number of observations, he has come 
to the conclusion that, in the case of ruminating ani- 
mals, a capacity to fatten and to make the most of 
food is intimately associated with large development of 
the lower jaw, and especially with width in the hinder 
part of the jaw. Stich development, he says, is associa- 
ted with strength and size of the muscles in that 
region, and this condition is conducive to good mastica- | 
tion and, therefore, to good digestion. He instances 
our English breeds of pig to illustrate his point. These 
breeds are the most highly developed in the world, and 
have greater capacity for laying on flesh than any | 
others; and he points out that they are distinguished | 
by the great breadth of the back part of the lower jaw; | 
this is also the case with our best breeds of fattening 
cattle. He further points out that calves which get their 
milk from the pail have not the same need for using the 
muscles of their jaws as calves which get their milk from 
the teat, or from some artificial sucking apparatus. He 
is therefore convinced that it is irrational to raise calves 
“on the pail,” because, owing to the poor development 
of the muscles of the lower jaw, they will ultimately 
prove thriftless cattle. ‘ 

These theories of Bieler’s are possibly new to English 
breeders, and will require to be very carefully put to the 
test of practice and experience before being adopted. 
But there may be something in the suggestion, and it 
would be well to keep the matter under observation.
